"SOILS AS CHEMIC4L ACEHTS." 


BEAD BEFORE THE ADAMS COUNTY 


FARMERS' ASSOCIATION, BY PROF. 


FRAWK SIENGES, OF THIS PLACE. 


Out of the soils seem to be the issues 


of life and by the assimilation ot mineral 
matter by the vital chemical action of 
plant roots is brought about the grand 
transmutation from mineral to vegetable 
life. It is the chemical changes which 
are continually going on in the soils con- 
verting their mineral and organic con- 
stituents into states of utility and the 
interaction between plant roots and soils 
that we shall endeavor to consider. Soil 
formation was inaugurated by the chem- 
ical and physical action of atmospheric 
agencies, such as heat and cold, moisture 
and drouth, together with the chemical 
action of carbon dioxide both free and in 
solution in water, mid the influence ot 
animal and vegetable life. We notice 
that the larger proportion of rocks which 
make up soils are held together in their 
rocky stature by some cement, such as 
ime stone, which is soluble in water 
containing carbon dioxide or substances 
that are partially soluble in water itself, 
uch as some of the Feldspar of the 
granite rock of our immediate vicinity. 


It is impossible to enter into a discus- 
ion of the various aeries of rocks of 
which soils are made up. We shall there- 
ore confine ourselves to the above men- 
.ioned illustration, namely the action of 
arbon dioxide and water upon rocks. 
The cement of lime stone, which holds 


xigether the various kinds of rocks, is 
cted on by water and carbon dioxide 
nd is dissolved out of the rock and the 
ock gradually falls to pieces and comes 
u contact with some organic substances 
already formed, and they set in operation 
urther chemical action until the soil is 
onverted into the well nigh impalpable 


in suspension. Seeds were then planted 
in several of the pots.suchas lupin, peas, 
buckwheat, rye and wheat. Distilled 
water was used to supply the necessary 
moisture. After the plants had matured 
it was found that the broken rock in the 
pots m which plants had been grown, 
despite the substances taken up by the 
plants, contained more assimilable plant 
food than the pots in which nothing had 
been grown aud also that leguminous 
plants such as lupins and peas decom- 
posed about four times as much rock 
and converted into soluble conditions as 
the rye and wheat. A neat little exper- 
iment to show that acids are formed by 
plant roots in going -after needed sub- 
stances in the soils has been suggested 
by Prof. Colin. He laid some moistened 
barley grains on blue litmus paper, when 
after little roots began to run out he 
noticed that the blue paper was changed 
red, an evidence that acids.were formed 
Another very illustrative experiment to 
show this can be performed by taking a 
slab of marble, place upon it sand, plant 
seeds in the sand and it will be found 
after roots have formed wherever they 
came in contact with the marble slab 
little furrows were made caused by the 
action of the acids of the plant roots. 
Because routs have this power they ac- 
cummulate about stores or sources from 
whence they can draw and assimilate 
foods. But since soils in themselves 
manifest such chemical actions in that 
they have the capacity of retaining the 
substances they need and giving upthose 
o£ which they seem to have a superabund-

cwder of wliich some soils are made up. 
Ve see here the transformation which 
ater and carbon dioxide have assisted 
n setting to operation. It has helped to 
uild up a soil from the hard rock upon 
hich plants can grow. It feeds the 


p ant when growing and when the plant 
dies and decays it escapes decomposition 
and keeps itself in condition to enter in- 
to similar operations for the development 
of future plants. 


The chemical action, as well as the 


physical, which is set in operation in the 
formation of soils goes on unceasingly, 
either making and maintaining them in 
a state of fertility or rendering them leas 
fertile in proportion as the organic mat- 
ter is exhausted by these interactions. 
The chemical action of soils may easi ly be 
illustrated by an experiment which can 
be performed by anyone. Cut off the 
bottom of a large bottle: plug themouth 
of the bottle loosely with cotton arid fill 
the bottle with the soil the chemical ac- 
tion of which you desire to determine. 
Pour slowly dilute solutions of such salts 
as are usually used as fertilizers, c. y., 
potassium nitrate, sodium nitrate, potas- 
sium, sulphate, etc., into the bottle of 
soil until the water solution percolates 
through, when it will be found on exam- 
ining the first of the solution flowing 
through the soil that it does not contain 
the substances poured into the loam or 
soil, but instead it holds in solution not 
nitrate of potassium but nitrate of lime, 
magnesium and likely sodium ; and if 
sulphate of potassium has been used the 
solution flowing through will contain, 
not sulphate of potassium, but instead 
sulphate of lime, magnesium and proba- 
bly sodium, etc. If, instead of using the 
above salts, we would use :> pliosphatic 
fertilizer such as a solution of nionocalic 
phosphate, we would not have any alter- 
native running through containing the 
phosphoric acid nor the lime, but we 
would find that both substances have 
entered into combination and have been 
fixed in the soil because both these sub- 
stances form insoluble compounds with 
many of tbe materials of which soils are 
composed. It has recently been shown, 
however, that the alkaline calcium phos- 
phates are not so readily flxed in the 
soils but remain in their chemical com- 
bination for a longer period. This fixa- 
tion of substances is goinff on continually 
in the soils, and the greater the fixing 
power of a soil the better the soil. In 
this, therefore, soils are chemical agents 
because tbey have the power of taking up

and holding in combination substances 
added to them for their fertilization as 
well as creating chemical reactions in 
themselves. Likely the hyd rous silicates 
of alumina, iron or lime and alkali, for 
the existence of which there are strong 
reasons, cause' these chemical reactions 
in the soils. It has been experimentally 
illustrated that lime and magnesia can 
replace the alkili in these silicates, aud 
also thatammonia compounds can partial- 
ly replace the lime and magnesia. It 
has, therefore, been thought that these 
silicates, together with the organic snb- 
stanees of the soils, furnish the most im- 
portant elements upon which plant roots 
feed and act. But plant roots produce 
chemical changes in soils. It has been 
shown that plants will thrive in watery 
solution of the substances necessary for 
their growth. If planted in solutions of 
nitrate of potassium or chloride of ammo- 
nium we find that the plants will take 
up the nitrogen of the nitrate of potas- 
sium and some of the potsisainm, "while 
the remainder of the potassium is left in 
solution, aud also that it will take the 
ammonia out of the ammonium chloride 
if that substance has been used and will 
leave hydrochloric acid insolution. This 
fact has been shown experimentally that 
this substance is formed in watery solu- 
tion by the action of plant roots and we 
can reasonably conclude that by the 
action of the plant rootlets upon the sub- 
stances of the soils the same reactions 
take place, with this exception, however, 
that in the soils the acids find substances 
to act on which are wanting in the solu- 
tions. We have noticed that roots of 
plants growing in water sometimes be- 
come black and begin to rot, which is an 
effect attributed to the action of acids 
formed in the immediate vicinity of the 
plant roots, because there is no substance 
present for the acids to act on as is the 
case in tbe soils. In this then the soils 
become the agents to destroy the harm- 
ful effects of these acids as well as fur- 
nishing the materials to be rendered sol- 
uble by the acids ready for the plant to 
assimilate them. But the acids of plant 
roots do not only have the power to take 
from the soils nutritious substances, but 
they also have the power to decompose 
and provide food for tbe assimilation 
of future plants. Basalt and sandstone 
have been used for the purpose of exper 


ance and have the power of fixing them; 
and plant roots have the capacity of tak- 
ing out of this fixed state the fertilizing 
materials stored there and assimilate 
them as well as convert more than they 
need into an appropriable condition, then 
we cannot help but conclude that the 
various fertilizing materials which we 
apply to the soils must also take part in 
these chemical reactions and must be 
rendered either more or less available 
according to the capacity of the soils to 
change the fertilizers into these variable 
conditions. 


If we apply these manures in the min- 


eral state we apply them as the soils 
create and contain them. If we apply 
them in the organic state we apply them 
as the plants and seeds seem to contain 
them. The phosphorus, the nitrogen, 
the potassium in the grains, as well as 
in the straws of plants, seem to be in or 
gauiccorabinationsaiudinaneasilyasgim- 
ilable condition, ao that the weak and 
germinating plantlet can readily obtain 
them. Nature has put these substances 
there for the plantlet in an easily obtain- 
able comoination, and so she has put 
them in the straws jind in the excreta of 
animals which we use as fertilizers, and 
which contain the fertilizing materials in 
a condition so that future plants can 
assimilate them easily without digging 
them out of the hard rock aud in this 
way waste in root development the ener- 
gy that should go to the toore full de- 
velopment of the straw and grain. Na- 
ture builds in such a way that she can 
use to its fullest the material she has 
constructed and the thing we are called 
upon to do on our farms is to work in 
harmony with nature, to assiat her in the 
chemical transformations going on in 
our farms. 


The question then is, how can we util- 


ize to their fullest the valuable fertilizing 
materials stored in the hay, the various 
straws, the grain we feed to our animals 
for manuring our farms '/ We cannot 
help but think it advantageous to give to 
the soils what they have produced in as 
large a proportion as possible and in as 
near as possible the state in which we 
got these substances from the soils, with 
the addition however of such substances 
as may become exhausted. 


We know that our barnyard manures 


maintain their fertilizing capacity for a

It is quite evident from this that the 


chemical reactions going on in the soils 
do not destroy the fertilizing capacity of 
barnyard manure; which however seems 
to be the case especially with the mineral 
phosphatic fertilizers. 
Could we not 


manufacture a better fertilizer on the 
farm by buying the necessary substances 
which may become exhausted, such as 
pulverized phosphate rock and potassium 
sulphate and other mineral fertilizers, 
mix them with our manure (which must 
be kept in the dry if this is done) and 
utilize the fermenting process going on 
in the manure for the purpose of incor- 
porating the added substances with the 
body of the manure ? It has been dis- 
covered that in the presence of heat and 
moisture carbon dioxide has the capacity 
of converting the insoluble phosphate 
rock into a state of solubility and in the 
slow decomposition of straw and excreta 
of animals all these conditions are 
supplied. 


It has been noticed that the slow decay 


such as is going on when manure is 
buried not too deeply in the soil, or even 
when it is spread on the surface of the 
ground,favorsnitrogenousfermentation. 
Especially is this the case during the 
warm summer months; whereas, where 
rapid decay is going on, such as is the 
case in nearly all barnyards where all at- 
mospheric agencies are allowed f ul 1 sway, 
these ferments are well nigh absent. 
Experiments have shown that for the 
perfect development of the nitrifying 
ferment in the soil the soil must contain 
organic matter, be slightly alkaline and 
also that phosphorus, "whether combin- 
ed-in albuminoids or mineral salts," 
seems to be necessary for the growth of 
the germ. Then why not try to arrange 
matters in such a way that we may be 
able to arrest this destructive process 
and work in harmony with nature and 
utilize the substances she has given us as 
she indicates 1 


We think that the farm should be the 


place to manufacture lertilizers and in as 
large quantities as possible. Why is it 
that all the straws of wheat and oats, 
the cornfodder and the hay raised on the 
farms which, if they were strewn over the 
land on which it grew, would cover it 
with a layer sufficiently thick to at least 
partially fertilize the whole of it, why 
is it, we say, that this quantity of sub- 
stance probably fertilizes only one-third 
of the land from which it was reaped ?

WHEN planting corn try and get some 


thing more than tbe regulation 20 or 3 
bushels per acre. It requires a certain 
amount of labor to grow a crop of corn 
whether the yield be small or large, 
is therefore cheaper to grow a large cro 
than a small one, and this can be effect 
ed with good cultivation and the use o 
fertilizers. 


CORN is a plant that can be improvec 


by careful selection. It has been claim 
ed that corn "runs out" in some sections 
but this is due more to carelessness in 
selecting need than from any othe 
cause. Varieties of corn have been pro- 
duced that have yielded twice as mud 
per acre as the original varieties from 
which they were taken. Every fanner 
should be interested in saving bis seed 
selecting the best ears from the largest 
stalks. Those who have good seed a 
this season will receive benefit therefrom 
later on. 


MAXAOEMEST is as important as cap- 


ital on a farm. With good management 
a farm should pay well, but there is no 
surer method of losing money than to 
invest it in a fai m and not know how 
to manage it. 


3. \f. SAKBOKN, director of the Utah 


station, reports that two years' experi 
ments in sowing oats at different dates 
showed a marked advantage in early 
sowing. 


No one should question the value of 


eggs as a paying business. The few 
fowls that every farmer keeps, and on 
which he spends but little, pay best of 
all his farm live stock. But when at- 
tention is paid to fowls, and they are 
properly fed and housed, after deduct- 
ing the cost of keeping, care, interest, 
etc., from the amount for which their 
eggs sell, there is in nine cases out of 
ten, a large balance to be found on the 
credit side of the ledger. 


HOARD'S Dairyman, gives these hints 


about wooden vessels: "Don't set a 
wooden bowl or butter printer in the 
sun or by a stove to dry. They last 
much longer if dried slowly. Also wet 
these things before using them for 
cream, milk or butter. If the pores are 
filled with water they cannot absorb 
grease and so get tainted. Wood will 
absorb the butter tats in milk and milk 
products, and they will not dry out as 
does water." 


WHEN a farmer endeavors to save 


money by using scrub animals he pays 
dearly for the venture. 
Economy 


should be practiced, but not by the use 
of inferior stock. The majority of fail- 
ures with farming are due to keeping 
scrubs. They are expensive luxuries on 
a farm. 


LEAN pork sells at a higher price 


than thai which is very fat. The size 
of the hogs most in demand are those 
weighing not over 150 pounds each. 


IF tomato plants are tall and spindling 


thin them in the hotbed, transplanting 
the extra plants to a cold frame. 


APPLY wood ashes over tbe land oc- 


cupied by the orchard. If wood ashes 
cannot be obtained, use 200 pounds of 
sulphate of potash per acre. It may 
seem expensive, but the effects of the 
application on the trees and the crop 
will be noticeable the first year. 


IT is said that land cannot be over- 


cropped if it is properly managed and 
cultivated. Whsn a crop is taken off 
the land should be supplied with plant 
food equivalent to that removed by the 
crop, while weeds should not be permit- 
ted to remove plant food from the soil. 
Over-production is not possible as long 
as the demands of the soil are com- 
piled with. 


Farm Notes. 


W«> take the following from the Coun- 


try Gentleman: 


Now that clover, having proved its 


value as an aid in maintaining fertility 
of land, is so much more generally 
raised, it would be a relief to growers to 
discover some positively certain method 
of curing it. It is curious how unsuc- 
cessful even the most painstaking and 
intelligent farmers are. Having had 
variable success myself, I have paid par- 
ticular attention to the processes of 
others only to find that they have had 
somewhat similar experience. The cus- 
tom with the best farmers hereabouts is 
*c cat the clover in the morning as soon 
as the dew is off, cocking it (cocks not 
too large) the same evening, in which 
stato remains during the next day. The 
day following it is carried (unless the 
crop is a very heavy one, when carrying 
is deferred a day), the cocks being open- 
ed an hour or two previously. This is 
supposing all conditions to be favorable, 
but yet it often happens that the clover 
becomes spoiled in the mow, and it is, 
unfortunately, those who are trying to 
make a superior hay that are usually the 
victims. Those who toss and turn it in 
a blazing sun for two or three days, 
thereby denuding the stems of blossoms 
and leaves, harvest only a lot of dried- 
np clover stalks. It would seem as if 
the plants must be at the time of cut- 
ting in a stage of growth either favor- 
able or unfavorable for curing which is 
unknown to the grower. I have in 
mind some clover grown by a first-class 
farmer in 1892 and 1893— some thirty 
acres both seasons— which was cut and 
cured under precisely the same good 
conditions each year, but the crop of 
1893 proved to be more or less musty 
when taken out of the mow. The 
•weight of the crop per acre was the same; 
it was at the same stage of growth, and 
the farmer himself confessed he was at 
a loss to account for the different re- 
sults, although he said he would never 
positively guarantee a properly cured 
crop of clover under the method ho 
adopted (the one given above), though 
be considered it the best for preserving 
the nutritious constituents of the clover. 
Those who do not give the subject 
proper study and fail to exercise due 
care, need never expect more than a 
chance crop of nicely-cured hay, and 
even those who do, are not always sure 
of hitting tbe mark. 


The road question stai moves slowly 


along, very slowly indeed ; much of the 
indifference regarding the matter has 
been removed, but in its place there has 
risen among those farmers (and they are 
numerous) who will not take pains to 
gain information on the subject, a feel- 
ing of opposition to any plan which pro- 
poses to interfere with their time-honor- 
ed system of "working out" the road 
fas, or which involves cash payments 
for the same. There are some few dis- 
tricts I occasionally yisit where the 
roads, made entirely of gravel and at- 
tended to by the fanners themselves 
under the old piaa, are admirable all 
the year round; bat these, I am sorry 
to say, are exception*, and owe their 
•ervioeableneai principallT to tbe good 
quality of tbe gravel used and to their 
being located in the mldat of intelligent, 
progieisive farmers. Were the present 
lam Jtrietly enforced and a better qual- 
ity of ptoperlT-eeeured gravel used in

Many valuable lessons can be drawn 


from railroads and applied to even as 
commonplace a business as farm man- 
agement. When a load of produce is 
ready to be moved to the place of stor- 
age or to market there is no excuse for 
its prompt removal to be delayed by rea- 
son of the wagon being out of repair or a 
horse with a shoe oS. And equally so 
with regard to all the other facilities for 
moving that the active farmer is suppos- 
ed to be surrounded with. If anything 
breaks, see to it that it is mended at the 
very first opportunity, and by keeping 
everything in strict repair the many lit- 
tle annoying breakages are decreased to 
a very healthy degree. Every farmer 
should buy a set of useful tools. Many 
object to this on the ground that they 
could not use them. Some people can 
use tools with much greater aptitude 
than others, I am free to admit, but a 
ten-year-old boy can be taught in five 
minutes how to make a hoe handle, and 
whether or not the calks of a horse shoe 
are designed to go at the toe or the heal 
of a horse's foot. And by sufficient en- 
couragement and supervision on the 
part of the farmer that same boy may 
some day arrive at a just comprehension 
of the fact that a reaper is not made to 
grub and bind saplings with, and that 
every part of that same reaper was de- 
signed and made and fitted to its proper 
place by a man just like the one he has 
grown to be by that time, possibly. 


Recipes. 


Simnel Cake.—Beat one pound of but- 


ter to a cream; add the whites of six 
eggs beaten to a froth, and the yolks 
also well beaten; ten ounces of powder- 
ed sugar, one and a quarter pounds of 
currants, one pound of flour, five ounces 
of citron and three ounces of candied 
lemon peal, cut up finely; five ounces of 
almond, blanched and pounded; a little 
grated nutmeg, cinnamon, allspice and 
a little salt. These ingredients must be 
all beaten in separately and thorougly. 
Make a paste of flour and water, and 
roll it out; fill with tbe mixture, and tie 
up in a cloth like a pudding. Boil for 
three hours, remove it from the fire, take 
off the cloth; and, after brushing over 
with egg, bake in a slow oven till the 
crust is hard. 


Sauces for CoU JSom.-Put into a 


mortar the hard-boiled yolks of four 
eggs, just moisten them with a little 
vinegar, then stir them steadily with 
the pestle, adding at the same time 
four teaspoonfuls of good Lucca oil 
(this must DP dropped in, as for mayon- 
naise) ; when this is done, put in grad- 
ually six tablespoonfuls of good red 
wine; two tablespoonfuls of mustard, 
the juice of two lemons, some white 
pepper and salt to taste, a tablespoon- 
ful of finely-chopped shallots, and the 
quarter of a sour apple, also finely chop- 
ped ; finish off with a small pinch of 
sugar, aud, if the sauce is not sufficiently 
acid, add a little vinegar. The stirring 
should be continued all the time, and 
uutil the ingredients are thoroughly 
well mixed. Another—Take two table- 
spoonfuls of calves' feet jelly, three or 
four of good oil, three of tarragon vine- 
gar, one of shallots, and one of chives 
and parsley, all chopped very fine; sea- 
son to taste, and stir till the sauce is 
thick and smooth. Herring Sauce-Soak 
a smoked herring in some warm milk 
and water to soften it, remove the skin,

bones, chop it up fine with one onion 
;md the hard boiled yolks of three eggs, 
season it with pepper, and add enough 
oil and vinegar to make a good sauce. 
German Sauce-Stir up together two 
parts of French mustard to one of thick 
red currant syrup, and serve when thor- 
oughly mixed. This extraordinary mix- 
ture is much recommended for all kinds 
of smoked meats. I do not know the 
sauce made of marmalade and horserad- 
ish, but all sauces made witb the latter 
are good to eat with ham.—Becord. 


Croutons of Lobster.—French rolls, 


minced lobster, mayonnaise sauce, cream, 
seasoning. Cut the roll in slices an inch 
thick, hollow them out, leaving only a 
thin wall at the sides and one-half an 
inch at the bottom. Mince the lobster 
finely, mix it with a tablespoonful of 
cream, a little lemon juice, pepper, salt 
and cayenne; simmer over the fire for 
10 minutes. When quite cold, mix it 
with mayonnaisa sauce, and fill the 
croutons with the mixture. 


C7uci-e» Creams.—Cold chicken, two 


ounces butter, pepper, salt, cayenne, 
finely-chopped parsley, a tablespoonful 
of cream, one-half dessert spoonful of 
lemon juice, one egg, a little grated 
ham, 
a few bread crumbs. Mince the 


chicken very finely, and pound it in a 
mortar with two ounces of butter and 
two ounces of grated ham to one pound 
ot chicken. Wheiwiuite smooth, add a 
teaspoonful 
fi^chopped 
parsley 
cream, lemon juice; a tablespoonful fine 
breadcrumbs: mix thoroughly, then add 
the egg, well beaten; stand aside for 
one hour, then fill small caps with the 
mixture, and steam for three-quarters 
of an hour. Turn on to a dish, and 
when cold garnish with beetroot, aspic 
and white of egg. 


Canning Beefsteak.—Cut the beef in 


suitable pieces for the table, sprinkle 
half a teaspoonful of salt in tha bottom 
of a mason's can, put ia a layer of meat, 
season it with salt, and pepper it as for 
immediate cooking, and also with a dash 
of sifted, pulverized saltpetre. Put in 
another layer of meat, and season as be- 
fore. Fill the can with half an inch of 
the top, season the top layer and fill to 
the brim with lard heated to run smooth 
Seal and keep in a cool place. Place 
each can in a paper bag.
